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HlKING THE HlLLS AND 

Towns 

The nice thing about Vermont is that 
you can see so much of it on foot, up 
close and at your own speed. 

The Long Trail runs 270 miles along 
the highest ridges of the Green Moun- 
tains, from the Massachusetts border to 
Canada. Begun in 1910, it is one of the 
oldest long-distance hiking trails in the 
U.S., a mountain treasure that grows in 
value with every year. It is remote, yet ac- 
cessible: Hikers can pick up the trail at 
many convenient junctures and hike for 
as long or as short a trek as they want. It 
offers sweeping views from the tops of 
Vermont’s tallest peaks and the solitude 
of deep, shaded northern hardwood

forests. Connecting trails offer many 
starting points and interesting excursions. 
The Southern section is part of the Ap- 
palachian Trail system, so south of 
Killington you are likely to meet 
“through hikers” — attempting the fuli 
2,000-mile length of the A.T. 

The keeper of the Long Trail is the 
Green Mountain Club (802-244-7037). 
From its headąuarters on Route 100 in 
Waterbury Center (open 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m., seven days a week) it offers hiking 
advice and books like the definitive 
Guide Book of the Long Trail and Fifty 
Hikes in Vermont, an indispensable 
guide to Vermont day hikes. There are 
also hiking centers at Mount Snów and 
Killington. 

Local trails in all parts of the State of¬ 
fer hikes that rangę from easy to strenu- 
ous. Among the favorites are, in Southern 
Vermont, Manchester’s Equinox Moun¬ 
tain, Putney Mountain and Mount As- 
cutney; in south-central Vermont, 
Shrcwsbury, Pico and Killington peaks; 


and in northern Vermont, Mount Abra¬ 
ham, CamePs Hump, Burkę Mountain, 
Mount Mansfield (the state’s highest) 
and Mount Pisgah, overlooking Lakę 
Willoughby. Owl’s Head in Groton State 
Forest is a favorite for hiking with smali 
children. Its 10-minute climb offers a 
spectacular view. 

Many ski areas offer chairlift rides to 
the tops of their mountains during the 
warmer months. Among the favorites are 
Mount Snów, Stratton, Killington, Sugar- 
bush and Mount Mansfield. 

And if you’re not ready to hike the 
heights, Vermont offers beautiful walking 
terrain, from recreation paths like those 
in Burlington and Stowe designed for 
strollers, inline skaters and cyclists, to 
country strolls at spots like Shelburne 
Museum and Shelburne Farms or around 
historie towns like Old Bennington, 
Woodstock, Chelsea, Newbury, Town- 
shend, Newfane or Grafton. Waitsfield 
has a beautiful unpaved recreation path 
that follows the Mad River.

A host of walking guides and touring 
companies can help you plan your trip 
(see listings, page 54). Marilyn Stout’s 
Yermont Walks: Yillage and Country- 
side offers walking itineraries around 43 
Vermont yillages and towns. Elizabeth 
Bassett’s Naturę Walks in Northern Yer¬ 
mont and the Champlain Yalley offers 
detailed strolls with knowledgeable 
botanical and wildlife information. 

On Two Wheels 

Vermont is simply one of the best 
places in the United States to travel on 
two wheels. The beautiful scenery and 
beautiful terrain on many of its less-trav- 
eled secondary roads — from fiat and 
gently rolling to very challenging — are a 
joy for road biking. The state’s labyrinth 
of thousands of miles of dirt roads would 
be attraction enough for mountain bik- 
ers, but it comes with thousands morę 
miles of off-road riding, from woods 
roads to winding single tracks. Vermont 
also happens to be the home of the na- 
tion’s first mountain biking school (at 
Mount Snów) and one of the country’s 
best mountain-biking get-togethers (the 
New England Mountain Biking Festiyal, 
held in September in Randolph). 

In the Randolph area, the White River 
Valley Trails Association (802-728- 
4100) offers maps and information. 
Around the State, biking is permitted on 


Forest Service roads in the Green Moun¬ 
tain National Forest and on designated 
trails in the forest’s Moosalamoo region 
near Silver Lakę in Goshen. Biking is per¬ 
mitted on roads on state-owned land and 
on mountain bike trails in the Ricker and 
Cotton Brook basins above Waterbury 
Reservoir (802-479-2341). 

If you don’t have your own bike, you 
can rent one at bicycle shops around the 
State. There are many bike touring com¬ 
panies that will organize tours for you. 
Several ski areas have mountain biking 
centers where you can rent eąuipment 


and take to the hills off-road (see listings 
on page 52). The Catamount Family 
Center in Williston (802-879-6001) of¬ 
fers mountain biking (as well as rentals) 
and other summer activities (including 
week-long bike camps for kids). 

For the self-starter, get a copy of John 
Freidin’s recently updated Twenty-Five 
Bicycle Tours in Yermont. Two basie 
rules of thumb: north-south roads usu- 
ally feature fewer hills than east-west 
roads, and roads that follow rivers and

Recreation Paths Offer 
A Different Way to Go 


V ermont’s many recreation paths 
are a delightful alternative for 
walkers, runners, bicyclists and 
in-line skaters. With miles of back roads 
and miles of new recreation paths located 
throughout the State, there’s a wealth of 
beautiful scenery to accompany you 
when you exercise. 

Begun morę than a decade ago with the 
Stowe Recreation Path and the Burlington 
Bike Path, there are now many other local 
trails and paths. They rangę from side- 
walk-style pedestrian paths to unpaved 
trails that wind through the woods. Many 
offer uniąue and unspoiled vistas of the 
towns through which they go. 

The Burlington path, along Lakę 
Champlain, and the Stowe path, along 
the resort’s Mountain Road, are the most 
well-known and are sometimes crowded. 


But there are other paths, and morę are 
planned to create wide-reaching trail net- 
works. One such project, the Cross-Ver- 
mont Trail, would run all the way from 
Newbury on the eastern boundary of the 
State through Groton, Montpelier, Wa- 
terbury and Richmond to Burlington, on 
Lakę Champlain! 

The towns around Burlington have the 
most complete network of paths, and are 
working on a plan that will link 300 
miles of paths when finished. Towns with 
pathways include Montpelier, Warren, 
Waitsfield, St. Albans, Sheldon, Richford, 
Essex Junction, Williston, Putney, Ben- 
nington, Pittsford and Shelburne. Paths 
are being built or expanded in Brattle- 
boro, Woodstock, Sherburne, Colchester, 
Springfield, Hartford, St. Johnsbury, 
Burkę, Derby, Montgomery, South 


Burlington, Weathersfield, Dover and 
Arlington. Many of the paths are rela- 
tively short, but link with back roads to 
allow runners or bikers a longer route. 

Franklin County’s 26-mile Missisąuoi 
Raił Trail follows an abandoned railbed 
from St. Albans to Richford, on the 
Canadian border. Another new rail-trail 
runs 20 miles in two sections on the for- 
mer Delaware & Hudson Railroad from 
Castleton to Poultney and West Pawlet 
to West Rupert in southwestern Ver- 
mont. The Alburg Raił Trail runs seven 
miles from East Alburg to Alburg in 
Grand Isle County. 

If you’re in search of exercise yet don’t 
want to sacrifice scenie beauty and a 
sense of closeness to naturę, inąuire lo- 
cally about Vermont’s growing number 
of recreation paths.

streams are likely to have morę gradual 
inclines than those that don’t. 

Amtrak’s Yermonter train offers great 
opportunities for one-way rides or day 
rides around station stops. The train has 
a baggage car with special racks for 
stowing bikes (advanced reservations re- 
ąuired), and the State publishes a series of 
“Bicycling in Vermont” guides for each 
station stop. You can ride the Yermonter 
to Vermont to bike or you can take a 
long bike tour anywhere along the Yer- 
montefs route and ride the train back to 
your starting point! Lakę Champlain 
Bikeways offers a wealth of Information 
on bike touring in the Champlain Valley 
(RR 1, Box 220, Crown Point, NY 
12928; e-mail, lcvisit@capital.net; Web 
site, www.lakeplacid.com/bikeways). 


You can tour the Vermont side of the 
lakę, catch a ferry over to New York, 
pedał to another ferry and cruise back to 
your starting point in Vermont. The 
group offers guidebooks and maps cover- 
ing a 350-mile loop from Whitehall, New 
York, into Quebec and back, plus side 
trips along the way. A good guide is 
Northern Cartographic’s Lakę Cham¬ 
plain Region Road Map. 

Roller Touring 

The reereation paths in Stowe and 
Burlington are perhaps two of the nicest 
places in the United States to cruise on 
in-line skates.

Grand Isle and at other spots along the 
lake’s long shoreline. Several marinas and 
boat centers, such as Burlington’s new 
Lakę Champlain Community Sailing 
Center and the International Sailing 
School on Malletts Bay in Colchester, of- 
fer sailing lessons. 

Canoes and kayaks can be rented — 
and in some cases guides hired and pick- 
ups for one-way trips arranged — at nu- 
merous locations around the State (see 
list, page 57). 

Sea kayakers are discovering the beau- 
ties of Lakę Champlain, and canoe and 
kayak tourers have a huge selection of 
lakes and rivers. In addition to a spring 
season of whitewater paddling, there are 
dam releases on several rivers. 

For a different sort of water recreation, 
try tubing on a warm summer day. Two 
favorite spots are the White River in 
Bethel and Stockbridge and the Battenkill 
in Arlington.

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On Horseback 

The Morgan horse is Vermont’s offi- 
cial State animal, so it’s no wonder horse¬ 
back riding is a popular pastime here. 

You can rent horses — and in many 
cases receive lessons or arrange inn-to- 
inn travels — at many stables around the 
State (see list, page 55). And you don’t 
have to be an expert to participate. There 
are lessons for beginners and many other 
ways to enjoy horses, from hay and car- 
riage rides to sleigh rides. 

Many areas host horse shows during 
the summer. In the Waitsfield area, the 
summer series of the Valley Classic and 
the Sugarbush and Mad River Festival 
horse shows attracts riders and spectators 
from all over. Horse pulling at local fairs 
and the annual Green Mountain Draft 
Horse Day at Shelburne Farms harkens 
back to the days when all the power on 
Vermont farms was horsepower. 

The University of Vermont’s Morgan 
Horse Farm in Weybridge offers a chance 
to learn about Morgans and visit with 
some descendants of the first Morgan, 
owned by Justin Morgan. The National 
Museum of the Morgan Horse in Shel¬ 
burne has an annual field day each sum¬ 
mer, and in July Vermont Morgan Her- 
itage Days comes to the Tunbridge Fair- 
grounds.

Take Mount Snów, Haystack and the 
Deerfield Valley for example. 

Tucked into the Southern end of the 
Green Mountains near where Route 100 
meets Route 9 at Wilmington, this valley 
calls itself the gateway to Vermont, but 
it’s a destination in its own right, with 
offerings ranging from the wintertime 
fun of skiing and snowboarding to sum- 
mertime golf, hiking, bicycling and 
morę. You can pet a llama, go for a hay 
ride, paddle a canoe or take a swim in 
beautiful Harriman Reservoir. 

There’s morę to do in this 13-mile- 
long mountain valley than you may have 



heard of, and far morę than you might 
imagine. 

For starters, there’s the Mount Snow- 
Haystack complex, the second largest ski 
center in the State. These two neighbor- 
ing peaks, about nine miles north of 
Wilmington on Route 100, offer 170 
downhill trails, a snowboarding center, a 
panoply of kids’ programs and special 
events such as snowboarding champi- 
onships and the Telemark Ski Festival. 

For cross-country aficionados, the Her- 
mitage Ski Touring Center (802-464- 
3511) has 50 kilometers of groomed 
trails, guided Telemark tours and out- 
standing views from the ridge trail con- 
necting Mount Snów and Haystack. 
Three other cross-country touring and 
learning centers are in the immediate 
area.

But when you think “Mount Snów,” 
don’t just think snów; four-season plea- 
sures abound. There are three 18-hole 
golf courses in the area, two beaches for 
swimming at Harriman Reservoir, and 
excellent fishing at Harriman and at 
Somerset Reservoir, just northwest of 
Wilmington, and at the little treasure 
known as Lakę Raponda east of town.

For summer excitement, catch the 
World Cup and NORBA mountain bike 
championships at Mount Snów in Au¬ 
gust. The Mountain Bike School and 
Touring Center (800-290-1823) is con- 
sidered the country’s first and one of the 
most comprehensive in terms of levels of 
instruction and rangę of trails. 

For less strenuous pleasures, get nose- 
to-muzzle with the gentle livestock at 
Adams Farm in Wilmington (802-464- 
3762). The farm hosts a myriad of spe- 
cial events, such as moonlight hayrides 
in the fali, winter naturę walks and the 
Sheep and Fiber Arts Festival in August. 
East of Wilmington, on Hogback Moun¬ 
tain, along with spectacular views are 
the Southern Vermont Natural History 
Museum (802-464-0048) and the Living 
History Association’s museum (802-464- 
5569). Deerfield Valley Farmers’ Day, in 
late August, is a tribute to traditional 
Vermont farming that includes cattle 
judging, a midway and awards for the 
best hay and biggest vegetables.

Up in the Air 

If you’ve got mountains, you’ve got 
winds, and Vermont is a center for soar- 
ing. To take a ride or just see the 
sailplanes glide, try the Stowe or Warren 
airports. Even hiking along a mountain- 
top, you may be treated to the sight of a 
sailplane soaring with the hawks, the 
wind whistling along its slender wings. 
Elsewhere, Mount Ascutney and the hills 
west of West Rutland are popular hang- 
gliding spots, and there are even sky-div- 
ing opportunities. 

Winds tend to quiet down in yalleys, 
so that’s where you’11 find hot air bal- 
looning. There are festivals each summer 
in Stowe and in Quechee. 

Camping Out 

There are campgrounds all around 
Vermont — 70 private, 35 State, seven 
U.S. Forest Service, and one run by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers — so 
you’re never very far from a place to 
pitch a tent or park an RV. The Wermont 
Campground Guide lists private camp¬ 
grounds and state-run camping areas. To 
get a copy, phone the Department of 
Forests, Parks and Recreation (802-241- 
3655). At Vermont State parks, you can 
swim, boat, hike or bike, see exhibits, in- 
terpretatiye presentations and other en- 


tertainment. Contact the Forests, Parks 
and Recreation Department for a list of 
the parks, or see the reverse side of the 
Official Vermont State Map and Tour- 
ing Guide. It’s best to make reservations 
well ahead of your visit. 

Contact the U.S. Forest Seryice in Rut¬ 
land (231 Main Street, open weekdays 8 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m.; 802-747-6700), or dis- 
trict offices in Manchester Center, Mid- 
dlebury or Rochester for information on 
campgrounds in the Green Mountain 
National Forest. 

Watching Wildlife 

In all the outdoors, perhaps nothing is 
so rewarding as watching wildlife. Few 
sights inspire like a peregrine falcon 
swooping off a mountain cliff, or hearing 
the haunting ery of a loon. You can 
watch beavers build, ospreys dive-bomb 
a lakę for fish, see deer feed in a quiet 
meadow or see a moose go exactly wher- 
ever it wants to! 

Through its Nongame and Natural 
Heritage Program, Vermont encourages 
enjoyment of nongame wildlife, plants 
and natural areas. 

Many of the state’s Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Areas offer designated yiewing ar¬ 
eas with explanatory signs. Two of the 
most popular birding spots are the Dead 


Wildlife is always close at hand in Wermont. 
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WermonFs miles of rivers and streams 
offer plenty of fishing for trout and 
other species. 


Creek area in Addison and Missisąuoi 
National Wildlife Refuge north of Swan- 
ton, but one of Vermont’s attractions is 
that you can see wildlife anywhere. Deer 
have been spotted grazing on the State 
House lawn in Montpelier. 

Fishing 

Opportunities for both cold and warm 
water fishing abound in Vermont. 

Some of the best-known rivers are the 
Batten Kill in southwestern Vermont, the 
White River in central Vermont and the 
Clyde River in the northern part of the 
State — not to mention the many lakes, 
such as Champlain, Memphremagog, 
Willoughby, Bomoseen, and Harriman 
and Somerset reservoirs in Southern Ver- 
mont. 

Trout season runs from April through 
October; other seasons vary. Licenses, 
good for one year or shorter periods, can 
be bought at town clerks’ offices and 
many generał Stores. Fishing access areas 
with boat launch ramps are shown on 
the Official Vermont State Map and 
Touring Guide. 

Ice fishing is popular in the winter, es- 
pecially on Lakę Champlain. Don’t be 
surprised to see pick-up trucks driving 
over the ice to smali fishing shanties dot- 
ting the lakę. Contact the Vermont De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife (802-241 - 
3711) for seasonal regulations; ask for 
the Vermont Guide to Fishing. 

Hunting 

Flunting is an important sport for resi- 
dents and nonresidents alike. Deer are 
the favorite quarry, but there are also 
seasons for bear, moose, rabbit, sąuirrel, 
partridge and turkey. 

Significant areas of state-owned land 
are open to hunting, as are many areas in 
the Green Mountain National Forest. Be-

Fall Foliage Tours 

An older Vermont resident was once 
asked how long he expected to live, and 
he replied, “Through as many falls as I 
can.” 

That changing leaves can be the most 
important marker of time in a person’s 
life speaks to the overwhelming brilliance 
and beauty of foliage season in Vermont. 
Sugar maples, which make up morę than 
30 percent of the state’s forests, provide 
rich reds and oranges as a base for the 
morę subtle yellows of beech and birch, 
the purples of ash and the browns of 
oaks. 

You can sit on an inn’s front porch 
and enjoy the leaves, but you can also 
join the “leaf-peepers” who travel the 
state’s roads in late September and early 
October in search of the “perfect” foliage 
scene. 

Some favorite foliage drives include: 

• Almost any stretch of Route 100, but 
particularly through the Mad River Val- 
ley around Waitsfield and Warren or 
along Amherst, Echo, and Rescue lakes 
between Plymouth and Ludlow. 

• Through Groton State Forest be¬ 
tween Groton and Marshfield. The short 
walk up Owl’s Head peak is well worth 
it. 

• Mount Philo in Charlotte. The road 
goes nearly to the top, which offers spec- 
tacular views of the Champlain Valley. 

• Route 36 from St. Albans Bay on 
Lakę Champlain to Bakersfield. 

• Routes 5 A and 5 from Lyndonville 
around Lakę Willoughby. 

• Ski lifts take visitors to the tops of 
many mountains, including Mount 
Snów, Stratton, Killington, Sugarbush 
and Mansfield. 

VlSITING ALL OF 

Vermont’s Towns 

Some Vermonters and Vermont visi- 
tors are so in love with the State that they 
strive to visit every town and city — all 
251. You become a full-fledged member 
of the Vermont 251 Club when you suc- 
ceed. 
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Rules for visits are relaxed, but the 
current director of the club suggests a 
visit with someone in the town (a storę 
clerk or the postmaster will do, or maybe 
a long-lost relative), and a snapshot to 
show you were there. Simply driving 
through the town doesn’t count.

From 
the venerable Equinox Country Club 
course in Manchester in the south to the 
recently opened Vermont National Coun¬ 
try Club in South Burlington in the north, 
you’ll be gazing on mountains, lakes, 
forests and meadows as you tee-off.

Consult the Official 
Wermont State Map and Touring Guide 
for a list of golf courses. 

Weather Watching 

Keeping an eye on the sky may strike 
you as a curious way to pass the time. 

But in a State so close to naturę, residents 
know a quick summer rain can spoił a 
hay crop or a winter storm can turn your 
daily Schedule on its head. 

Indeed, “Eye on the Sky” is the name 
of a popular weather report that em- 
anates from the Fairbanks Museum and 
Planetarium in St. Johnsbury. It’s broad- 
cast hourly during the day on Vermont 
Public Radio, and its meteorologists also 
provide summary reports to many com- 
mercial radio stations. Local forecasts 
can often be obtained from weather 
phone hotlines throughout the State. 

Follow Vermont weather for a few 
days, and you’11 quickly spot interesting 
patterns. Fronts generally move from 
west to east; the northern part of the 
State is often influenced by Canadian and 
Great Lakes weather systems, the South¬ 
ern part by East Coast systems; and the 
crispness in Vermont’s air is due to Iow 
humidity. 

Just keep in mind the old adage about 
New England’s fickle weather: If you 
don’t like the weather, wait a minutę; it’ll 
change.

Farmers’ Markets 

Farmstands big and smali dot Yer- 
mont roads in the summer and fali, and 
many communities such as Brattleboro, 
Montpelier, Rutland, Waterbury and 
Middlebury host weekly downtown 
markets. Season and weather determine 
the rangę of products sold, but August is 
usually the month with the most to offer. 
Wherever there’s a farmers’ market, you 
can count on meeting Vermonters and 
finding the food they grow. The markets 
are popular community gathering places, 
where everyone visits, ogles the food and 
swaps the latest gossip. 

Contact the Vermont Department of 
Agriculture for a list of markets and 
farmstands. And watch for the down- 
home roadside stands run by enterpris- 
ing kids or other overly successful ama- 
teur gardeners. 

Sheep and Wool 

Vermont’s hills and valleys once were 
home to many morę sheep than people, 
but the industry nearly perished when 
most Vermont farmers switched to 
dairying. Today, sheep are making a 
modest comeback, joined by other 
woolly creatures such as llamas and al- 
pacas. 

You can get a firsthand look at where 
your wool sweater may have come from 
by dropping in on festivals around the 
State — at Stamford, Wilmington, Stowe 
and other locations. One of the best is 
the Vermont Sheep and Wool Festival, 
October 2-3 this year at Snowshed 
Lodge in Killington. You’ll see sheep 
shearing, craft activities such as spinning 
and weaving and lots of sheep, alpacas 
and llamas to pet. Cali the Vermont De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for morę infor- 
mation. 

Barns 

Barns are an integral part of Yer- 
mont’s farmscape and are worth a sec- 
ond look as you drive through the Yer- 
mont countryside. They vary from the 
stand-alone simple structure used mainly 
for storing hay to the expansive, slate- 
roofed building rising high over farm- 
yard and meadows. A few are round, 
representing an urge to squeeze every 
possible efficiency out of the farming 
process. Many are connected to the 
farmer’s house through a series of ells 
and sheds. Few barns are exactly alike.

eral distinct architectural styles: “Eng- 
lish” barns, Yankee barns, “bank” barns 
and ground-stable barns. Since the num- 
ber of farms has decreased dramatically 
(although agricultural output has re- 
mained steady), the Preservation Trust of 
Vermont is working to save old barns 
and to encourage new uses for aban- 
doned ones. 

• The Calvin Coolidge Homestead in 
Plymouth, a State historie site, has a 19th 
century gable-front barn, and there are 
smali barns and farm buildings at the 
Justin Morrill Homestead in Strafford 
and at Rokeby, a historie farm in Ferris- 
burgh. 

• Shelburne Farms has several large, 
beautifully restored barns. The farnTs 
centerpiece is the Farm Barn, a huge, tur- 
reted, four-story barn that contains a 
working dairy, a bakery and classrooms. 

• Since many of Yermont’s inns were 
once working farms, they often have in- 
teresting barns nearby. A couple of ex- 
amples: The Inn at Round Barn Farm in 
Waitsfield has a large, historie round 
barn that has been restored and is now 
used for concerts, art shows and wed- 
dings. The Inn at Mountain View 
Creamery sits atop Darling Hill in Burkę 
with several large barns nearby. A walk- 
ing map available to guests and visitors 
guides walkers past the various barns 
and explains their style and function. 

Scenic Farmland Drives 

As the most farmed State in New Eng- 
land, Vermont offers incomparable vis- 
tas across open meadows and pastures, 
with tidy villages nudged up against 
fields and farmsteads. 

Nearly any country road will give you 
a sample of Yermont’s farm landscape, 


but you might want to try drives 
through the state’s richest farmland: 

• Routes 30 and 22A in the Middle- 
bury area run north-south through Addi- 
son County, which is open, farmed and 
gorgeous; numerous east-west roads 
(routes 17, 125, 74 or 73) offer conve- 
nient loops. 

• Route 36 across Franklin County, 
from St. Albans Bay on Lakę Champlain 
east to Bakersfield, is a drive through clas- 
sic farming country in Vermont’s north- 
west corner. Routes 108 and 104 make a 
convenient loop back to St. Albans. 

• Route 14 north from Hardwick 
through Craftsbury, Albany and Iras- 
burg; the views open out as you go far- 
ther north. 

• Route 5, practically any stretch from 
the Massachusetts border north to 
Canada. Especially attractive is the area 
around Weathersfield Bow south of 
Windsor, and the stretch from East 
Thetford north to Fairlee, Bradford and 
Newbury. 

• On Route 30 north from Manches¬ 
ter through the Mettawee Valley to 
Poultney, farmed fields and rolling hills 
alternate with smali villages in an espe¬ 
cially scenic and pastorał part of South¬ 
ern Yermont.

A World oj 

Art, Hi story 
And Community 


S omething about Vermont looks and 
feels familiar. Whether it’s a yillage 
nestled in a valley or pastures grac- 
ing a hillside, Vermont feels “right.” 

Maybe that’s because so much of 
what we value and cherish about our 
country’s past can still be found here — 
community life as exemplified by neat 
yillages, self-reliance as worked every 
day on rural farms, grassroots democ- 
racy as practiced every year at Town 
Meeting and a sense of history reflected 
in contemporary preseryation efforts. 


And with such a rich his¬ 
tory, it’s little wonder that 
Vermont is a favorite 
among musicians, actors 
and writers. Not just hills 
but yalleys, lakes, town 
commons and even barns 
come alive with the sound of 
musie year-round, especially 
during the summer.

• Windsor: The manufacturing system 
of interchangeable parts, one of the key 
developments in the industrial revolution, 
was invented here. The Precision Mu¬ 
seum, located in town, tells the story. 

• Putney: John Humphrey Noyes 
started his perfectionist “free-love” com- 
mune here in 1845 before moving it to 
Oneida, New York. Tradition says the 
locals drove him out of Vermont, but 
100 years later they embraced a new 
wave of free thinkers. 

• Danville: Thaddeus Stevens, the 
“scourge of the South” during his years 


History Sleuthing 


The joys of historical sleuthing occur 
when you stumble upon a moss-covered 
marker in a field or read of a discovery or 
invention madę at the unlikeliest of 
places. If you’re up for some sleuthing 
among the gems of Vermont’s past, con- 
template the sites in these towns. 

• Ferrisburgh: Rokeby Museum, once 
the home of Quakers who madę their 
farm a haven for slaves fleeing the South, 
may be the best-documented Under¬ 
ground Railroad site in America. Open 
mid-May to mid-October, (802) 877- 
3406. 

• Vergennes: The largest iron works in 
America operated in Vergennes 
along Otter Creek in the early 
19th century. Just below Otter 
Creek Falls, Commodore Mac- 
Donough built the fleet that 
won the Battle of Plattsburgh 
Bay in 1814. 

• Strafford: A copper minę in 

this hill town was the world’s 
largest in the years following 
the Civil War. g 

• Dorset: The first marble J 

ąuarry in North America 
opened here in 1785. 

• Lyndonville: Plans for the Q 


as a Radical Republican representing 
Pennsylvania in the U.S. House, was 
born here. 

• Forest Dale: The electric motor was 
invented by Thomas Davenport in a 
smali workshop in this hamlet in the 
town of Brandon, Stephen Douglas’s 
birthplace. 

• Lakę Morey: The Fairlee inventor 
Samuel Morey is said to have invented 
and operated the first steamboat here. 
Morey later contended that Robert Ful- 
ton stole his invention after seeing it ex- 
hibited in New York and claimed it as 
his. Morey is said to have sunk his steam¬ 
boat, Aunt Sally , on the bottom of the 
lakę now known as Lakę Morey. Local 

people say the boat’s still 
there, and that Morey’s ghost 
walks the lake’s shores. 

• Bennington: Home to the 
Wasp, the only motor car ever 
manufactured in Vermont, and 
birthplace of much of Ver- 
mont’s heroic past. Ethan 
Allen drank here. The Ben¬ 
nington Museum is fascinating

and has a substantial collection of 
Grandma Moses paintings. 

• Jericho: Home of Snowflake Bentley, 
the first person to photograph 
snowflakes. 

VlLLAGE WALKS 

Exploring Vermont’s heritage can be 
healthy for the heart as well as the soul. 
Pick up a copy of Vermont Walks by 
Marilyn Stout (available at most Ver- 
mont bookstores or from Vermont Life 
Magazine) and head off for a walking 
tour of any of the 43 towns and villages 
listed therein. An itinerary for each walk 
describes your route and sites along the 
way. Walks vary from very short, 
around-the-block jaunts to hikes of sev- 
eral miles, and you’11 get to know Ver- 
mont’s villages and working countryside 
in a new way by walking through them. 

For a completely different type of 
walk — through a settlement that is no 
morę — visit Little River State Park in 
Waterbury and hike the trails of the old 
Ricker Basin settlement; the “History 
Hike” brochure available at the park de¬ 
scribes a five-mile circuit. You’11 see the 
cellar holes and abandoned ruins of a 
19th-century farming community that 
today is lost in cool, deep forests.

VlLLAGES 

Vermont’s first European settlers often 
built their homes and villages in the hills, 
believing the still air of the river valleys 
unhealthy. Many of these villages were 
later abandoned, but some remain like 
historical jewels of a bygone era. Among

them are: 

• Craftsbury Common, with white 
frame buildings that include a college, li- 
brary, storę, school and church arranged 
around a classic town green. 

• Randolph Center, hilltop site of Ver- 
mont Technical College, just off Inter¬ 
state 89. 

• Plymouth Notch, birthplace of Presi- 
dent Calvin Coolidge. His family home, 
storę and other yillage buildings are pro- 
tected by the State, and Coolidge is 
buried nearby; a simple tombstone 
marks his grave. 

• Peacham, perhaps the most pho- 
tographed yillage in Vermont if not New 
England. 

• Shrewsbury and North Shrewsbury, 
still amid forests and farms that in some 
cases haven’t changed family ownership 
for generations. 

• Wardsboro, a smali but lively ham- 
let tucked away in the Southern Green 
Mountains. 

Grand Houses 

Vermont has never had a single town 
or city that sported Street after Street of 
grand houses. Instead, they are sprinkled 
around the State, reflecting wealth 
earned from Vermont’s own varied re- 
sources or wealth accumulated elsewhere 
and brought home by native or adopted 
Vermonters. Styles vary from the neo- 
Gothic to the Victorian, with bits of 
New England Federal and Georgian 
styles here and there. Most are open to 
the public. In addition to the mansion at 


the Marsh-Billings National Historical 
Park in Woodstock, you might enjoy: 

• Hildene in Manchester, built by 
Robert Todd Lincoln. 

• Shelburne Farms, a country estate 
created as a grand turn-of-the-century 
model farmstead. 

• Wilson Castle in Proctor, a brick 
and turreted mansion built to cure a seri- 
ous case of pining for the medieval. 

• Park-McCullough House in North 
Bennington, an 1865 Victorian mansion. 

• The Follett House, a columned man¬ 
sion presiding over Burlington’s water- 
front and built by one of the many mer- 
chants who madę his fortunę in the lakę 
trade. It now houses private offices. 

COVERED BRIDGES 

Nearly 100 covered bridges dot the 
State, spread in all corners but sometimes 
clustered in groups of three or four. 
They’re marked on the State map in 
blue, almost always off main roads in 
smali yillages or rural areas. Several fa- 
mous clusters are in: 

• Lyndon, where four bridges span 
Millers Run and the Passumpsic River 
off Routes 5 or 122. 

• Montgomery, where six bridges 
span the Black Falls Creek, Trout River 
and West Hill Brook off Route 118. 

• Northfield, where five bridges span 
the Dog River, Stony Brook and Cox 
Brook off Route 12. 

• Proctor and Pittsford, where four 
bridges span Otter Creek and Furnace 
Brook off Route 7.

The Revolution 
Happened Here 

Ethan Allen and the Green Mountain 
Boys crossed Lakę Champlain from Ver- 
mont in 1775 to capture Fort Ticon- 
deroga on the New York shore and gain 
control of the lakę for the Americans. 
Two years later, American General Bene- 
dict Arnold slowed British General John 
Burgoyne’s advance south on the lakę, a 
maneuver that set the stage for the British 
defeat at Saratoga, New York. 

Mount Independence in Orwell faces 
Ticonderoga; only recently has the site 
been excavated and its extensive fortifica- 
tions revealed. There are now marked 
trails and a modern visitor center. A 
dozen miles to the southeast is the Hub- 
bardton Battlefield, where New England 
infantry clashed with British and Hes- 
sians, and at Bennington stands the Ben- 
nington Battle Monument, a 306-foot- 
high obelisk commemorating the nearby 
site of the 1777 Battle of Bennington. 

Information on Revolutionary-era Ver- 
mont can be obtained at any of these sites 
or at the Vermont Historical Society, lo- 
cated near the Vermont State House at 
the Pavilion Building in Montpelier. For 
morę information: (802) 828-2291. 

How to Step into 
History 

From the towering Bennington Monu¬ 
ment to the Hyde Log Cabin’s presenta- 
tion of the simple life lived in frontier 
times, Vermont’s state-owned historie 
sites are among the best places to get a 
glimpse of the Green Mountain State’s 
rich historie past. Among them, from 
south to north: 

• Bennington Battle Monument, off 
Route 9 in Old Bennington: A dramatic 
306-foot stone obelisk commemorating 
the battle that was the first significant re- 
verse for the British campaign of 1777 
and led to Gen. Burgoyne’s subsequent 
defeat at Saratoga. 

• Eureka Schoolhouse, Route 11, near 
Springfield. One of the few surviving 18th

century public structures in Vermont, this 
ancient schoolhouse has an exhibit of 
school books and materials used by chil- 
dren of another century. Nearby is a pie¬ 
nie site and the Baltimore Covered Bridge. 

• Old Constitution House, Route 5, 
Windsor. The tavern of Elijah West was 
the site on July 2, 1777, of a meeting that 
created and signed the Constitution estab- 
lishing the independent Republic of Ver- 
mont. It banned slavery, gave all males 
the right to vote and created a public 
school system, all radical ideas at the 
time. Often called “the birthplace of Ver- 
mont,” the Old Constitution House has 
an exhibit on the writing and meaning of 
Vermont’s Constitution. 

• President Calvin Coolidge State His¬ 
torie Site, Route 100A, Plymouth Notch. 
The birthplace and much of the tiny hill 
yillage where Coolidge was born and 
raised are carefully preserved. Exhibits 
explore both Coolidge’s life and the era in 
which he lived. 

• Hubbardton Battlefield, 7 miles 

off Route 4, East Hubbardton. New Eng- 
landers, including Seth Warner’s Green 
Mountain Boys, madę a grim stand 
against the British on this rolling meadow 
after the fali of Fort Ticonderoga. A re- 
ception center and museum house ex- 


hibits on the battle. 

• Mount Independence, 6 miles off 
Route 22A, Orwell. On a peninsula jut- 
ting into Lakę Champlain, Mount Inde¬ 
pendence is the site of an extensive Revo- 
lutionary War complex, once linked to 
Fort Ticonderoga. A yisitor center houses 
exhibits, and historie cruises are available 
nearby. 

• Justin Smith Morrill Homestead, 
Justin Morrill Highway, Strafford. This 
charming Gothic Revival-style home re- 
mains as it was when Morrill, a promi¬ 
nent 19th century U.S. senator, built it. 
The restoration and exhibits offer a trip 
back into 19th century Vermont. 

• Chimney Point State Historie Site, 
routes 17 and 125 at the Champlain 
Bridge, Addison. A large 18th century 
tavern houses exhibits on the 12,000 
years of human habitation at this Lakę 
Champlain site. Native American and 
Revolutionary Era artifacts are on dis- 
play. 

• Underwater Historie Preseryes, Lakę 
Champlain. These five underwater ship- 
wrecks, preserved by the cold waters of 
Lakę Champlain, offer certified seuba 
divers a look back at the days of heavy 
commerce on Lakę Champlain.

Tying the Knot in 
Vermont 

There’s something about Vermont 
that looks kindly on brides and grooms. 

At least that seems to be the feeling of 
the 6,000 couples who marry in Yer¬ 
mont each year, a third from out-of- 
state. 

Sometimes the events last an after- 
noon, sometimes a week. Pennie Beach 
of Ferrisburgh’s Basin Harbor Club — a 
favorite wedding location — remembers 
the marriage of an Italian to a West 
Coast resident. The families stayed a 
week. 

June is, naturally, the busiest month, 
but increasingly Yermont weddings are 
spread throughout the year. Yermont’s 
landscape, skies and villages create ro¬ 
mance no matter the season. 

Inns, bed and breakfasts and resorts 
are cozy year-round. Mother Naturę al- 
ways has some special offering as a wed¬ 
ding backdrop — summer skies, fali fo- 
liage or winter snows. Transportation 
need not be limited to stretch limousines; 
a carriage, hay wagon or sleigh does 
very nicely. And musicians of all types 
can be hired for the big event. 

The most comprehensive single source 
of information about planning a Yer¬ 
mont wedding is The Vemtont Wedding 
Resource Guide by Joannę Palmisano.

V ermont offers food lovers a delicious melange of uniąue culinary adventures. Out of 
our rural tradition come church suppers, sugar-on-snow parties, county fairs, pick- 
your-own-produce farms, cider mills, country Stores and farm vacations. The many 
artisan bakeries, vegetarian restaurants, natural food Stores and farmers’ markets are lasting 
legacies of the back-to-the-land movements of the ’60s and ’70s. Vermont has the highest 
number of micro-breweries per capita in the nation and an abundance of fine restaurants, 
food festivals and coffee bars. 

The State boasts the world’s most popular ice cream: Ben & Jerry’s (don’t miss the factory 
tours at their Waterbury plant); some of the best cheeses in America (cheddar from Cabot, 
Grafton and Shelburne Farms and Vermont Butter and Cheese’s goat’s milk cheese are all 
award winners); one of America’s best fruitcakes (Bień Fait Fruitcakes) and morę wood- 
fired pizza ovens than you can shake a stick (of firewood) at. 
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A sampler of some of WermonTs award- 
winning cheeses, from cheddar to 
mozzarella and goat cheese. 


If you know where to look for it, Ver- 
mont has just about any food experience 
a person could ask for. You want to dine 
by one of the country’s most beautiful 
lakes? Take a dinner cruise on Lakę 
Champlain out of Burlington’s Water- 
front aboard The Spińt ofEthan Allen 
II. On top of a mountain? Take the gon¬ 
dola up Mount Mansfield and enjoy din¬ 
ner in the clouds at the Cliff House (ele- 
vation 3,640 feet) or drive up Manches¬ 
ter^ Skyline Drive toll road for dinner at 
the Equinox Mountain Inn (elevation 
3,800 feet). Dine exquisitely in a barn? 
Visit The Common Man in Warren. You 
can solve a mystery while dining on fine 
northern Italian cuisine at Villa Tragara 
in Waterbury Center. Or you can cus- 
tom-blend your own apple cider from a 
selection of fresh-pressed juices at 
Lemon Fair Orchard in Orwell. 

Cheese? You can tour a European- 
style cheese cave and sample prize-win- 
ning aged sheep’s milk cheese at the Ma¬ 
jor Sheep Farm in Westminster West. Or 
yisit the Cabot Cheese plant in Cabot; 
Cabot cheddar is so good, it’s exported 
to England, the birthplace of cheddar. 
Other smaller operations — the Grafton 
Cheese Co., the Plymouth Cheese Co., 
Shelbume Farms and Crowley Cheese in 
Healdville — also make outstanding 
cheeses and welcome visitors. 

Vermont is defined by its seasons, and 
each season brings its own gustatory re- 
wards. Our culinary year begins in early 
spring with sugaring, when sugarmakers 
across the State boil mapie sap down 
into mapie syrup. Most sugarhouses wel¬ 
come visitors and offer incomparable 
food experiences (fresh hot mapie syrup 
on snów or crushed ice, accompanied by 
farmhouse piekłeś to cut the sweetness is 
just one). A list of sugarhouses is avail- 
able from the State Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment. The three-day Vermont Mapie 
Festival, April 23-25 in St. Albans, and, 
in Southern Vermont, the Whitingham 
Sugar Festival, March 27, feature mapie 
syrup in all manner of foods. The Mapie 
Grove Mapie Museum in St. Johnsbury 
offers year-round exhibits on sugaring. 
The New England Mapie Museum in 
Pittsford offers a complete tour from sap 
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to syrup. Coombs’ Sugarhouse in Jack- 
sonville has tours of the sugaring and 
candy-making operations. The Dog 
Team Tavern in New Haven is famous 
for sticky buns madę with pure Vermont 
mapie syrup. 

Later in the season, as spring breaks, 
fiddlehead ferns, which taste like a cross 
between asparagus and spinach and are 
a wonderful spring tonie, appear in spe- 
cialty food markets. Chef Robert Fuller 
of Pauline’s in South Burlington is 
known for his interest in foraging and 
his skill in preparing wild foods, as is 
Brian Aspell, chef at The Equinox Re¬ 
sort in Manchester. 

Summer brings the opening of farm¬ 
ers’ markets, the beginning of the festival 
season and a feast of strawberries at 
pick-your-own farms. Even if you don’t 
plan to cook, farmers’ markets are not to 


be missed. In addition to the wonderful 
fresh produce, markets often feature live 
entertainment, farm animals and crafts. 
Most also have at least one vendor sell- 
ing coffee and freshly baked muffins; the 
Montpelier Farmers’ Market even has 
terrific Chinese dumplings. Strawberry 
shorteake festivals and ice cream socials 
bring out the talents of the local bakers. 
Many towns sponsor chicken barbeeues 
cooked by the local firemen. Summer 
also brings out the Street yendors, the 
outdoor cafes and the few genuine bar- 
becue pits in the State (Curtis Bar-B- 
Que, in a school bus parked off Route 5 
in Putney, is the original). Church Street 
in Burlington has many wonderful 
restaurants with outdoor seating and no 
car traffic — great for people-watching. 

Strawberry season is hardly over when 
the raspberry and blueberry seasons be- 
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/ Jour imagination whisks you 
away to far off lands.

Cold 
Hollow Cider Mili in Waterbury offers 
free samples of cider and a wonderful ar- 
ray of Vermont products. The Chitten- 
den Cider Mili in South Burlington 
makes great cider doughnuts in a nifty 
deep-fryer right before your eyes. Shel- 
burne Orchard makes a ginger-apple 
cider concocted to cure whatever ails 
you. Harlow’s Sugarhouse in Putney also

Autumn is also the time for chicken 
pie suppers — no visit is complete with- 
out at least one church supper. Check 
for times and listings in local papers and 
arrive early. And for something entirely 
different, try a wild gamę supper. 

The farm season winds down as the 
ski season gears up. The holiday shop- 
ping season is a particularly rich time to 
take in all the specialty food Stores. 

Vermont chocolate deserves special 
mention. Tom and Sally’s Handmade 
Chocolates in Brattleboro, Mother 
Myrick’s in Manchester, Green Moun- 
tain Chocolates in Waterbury, Cham- 
plain Chocolates in Burlington and 
Snowflake Chocolates in Jericho are a 
few of the outstanding confectioneries to 
visit during the holiday season. 

Throughout the State, annual winter 
holiday celebrations include Christmas 
teas, gingerbread parties and what is 
billed as “Vermont’s Largest and Great- 
est Potluck Supper” in Manchester.

We’ve got the longest half- 
pipes, biggest terrain parks and 
freestyle playgrounds in the 
East, plus snowboarder-friendly 
features like benches to buckle- 
up on, regraded lift ramps and 
ropę tows at half-pipes. We’re 
also tops for grooming equip- 
ment and the commitment to 
maintain snowboarding areas, 
and wherever you go you’11 find 
top-flight snowboard shops, 
demos and certified instructors. 

That the Green Mountains 
make boarders feel at home isn’t 
surprising. Stratton is where 
Jake Burton Carpenter became a 
legend, founding a sport and 
Burton Snowboards. (Now Burlington is 
home to a Burton factory and factory 
storę.) Vermont ski areas were the first 
to open their slopes to snowboarders 
and offer riding lessons. Stratton remains 
the East’s snowboard mecca, with two 
half-pipes and several terrain parks that 
host the U.S. Open in March, attracting 
the nation’s best boarders. But today 
snowboarders have virtually the whole 
State for a playground. 

Great half-pipes and terrain parks lure 
riders to Stowe, Mount Snow/Haystack, 
Killington and Okemo, while snow¬ 
boarders who prefer carving turns or 
catching air on natural terrain hit the 
slopes, glades and chutes at Jay Peak,
